3. Functions 

The functions of the Committee will be to render advice 
in regard to progressive use of Hindi for Official purposes in 
the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting and its media 
units in accordance with the policies laid down by the 
Kendrlya Hindi Samiti and the Department of Official Langu¬ 
age (Ministry' of Home Affairs) on the subject. 

4, Tenure 

The tenure of members of the Committee will ordinarily 
be three years from the date of re-constitution of the Com¬ 
mittee provided that :■— 

(i) Members of Parliament, who are members of the 
Committee, shall cease to be members of the Com¬ 
mittee as soon as they cease to be Members of 
Parliament. 

(ii) The ex-officio members of the Committee shall con¬ 
tinue as members so long as they hold office by 
virtue of which they are members of the Committee, 
and 


(iii) If a vacancy arises in the Committee due to resigns 
tion or death of a member, the member appointed to 
that vacancy shall hold otlico for the residual perioc 
of the tenure of three years. 

5. General 

(i) The Committee may eu-opt additional members and 
also invite exports to attend its meetings as may be 
necessary for assisting it in the discharge of its 
functions, 

(ii) The Head-quarter of the Committee shall be at New 
Delhi but it may hold its meetings at any other 
place also. 

(hi) Non-official members of the Committee will be paid 
travelling allowance and daily allowance for attend¬ 
ing the meetings of the Committee at the rates 
prescribed by the Government of India from time 
to time ns admissible under rules,
